Jonathan Plucker, a researcher with The 
National Research Center on the Gifted 
and Talented, in Charlottesville, says par- 
ents need to understand that creativity 
manifests itself in many forms. Children 
may display creativity in areas which par-

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parent who understands the genius of soft- 
ware design may not at first appreciate 
the creativity of a child playing 
with clay. 
Parents should 
know that creativ- 
ity requires an 
ToS investment of hard 
work and tenacity to 
develop necessary 
' skills. This is especially 
true as children mature. 
“There is a place for the 
sudden lightning bolt," 
Pucker says of creativity, 
“put it's very, very rare.” 
Kids also need carefully-crafted 
feedback to allow them to fine-tune their 
efforts. This, Plucker says, helps prepare 
children for the real world, in which new 
ideas are questioned, defended, and 


refined. Some parents are so concerned 
with potentially lowering their children's 
self esteem that they routinely tell their 
children that everything they do is terrific. 
Yet constructive criticism is enormously 
helpful to children as well as to adults. For 
example, if a child presents а parent with a 
brown piece of clay that looks more like a 
dead duck than the flying unicorn the 
young artist imagined, the parent can ask, 
*Tell me why you chose that color clay?" or 
“ро you think it looks more like it's sleep- 
ing than flying?"

Parents also have to display some fascina- 
tion with their own world, Plucker adds. Kids 
who see their par- 
ents passionately 
pursuing interests— 
gardening, quilting, 
painting, cake bak- 
ing, cycling, music, 
photography—will 
be more likely to 
seek creative out- 
lets for themselves. 
If children never see 
their parents doing 
anything creative, 
how will they learn 
to pursue projects? 

As children grow, 
it can also be help- 
ful to connect them 
to adults who are 
involved in their 
area of interest. 
Jonathan Plucker 
remembers when 
he coordinated a gifted program for a New 
England high school: he regularly matched 
students with community mentors. For 
example, he arranged a field visit to a local 
veterinarian for a student interested in large 
animal medicine. 

Experts say fostering creativity should be 
an effort integrated with daily life: stimulat- 
ing the whole family to enjoy their varied 
interests while exposing one another to new 
and different experiences.

EICUTING T | 
FIGHTING FLU 

The flu wouldn't be so bad if you didn't 
have to work, look after your children, and 
shoulder the rest of the responsibilities 
required by family life in the '90s. But the 
fact is, not only does the flu cause fever, 
sore throat, muscle aches, headache, 
coughing,and utter exhaustion, the virus 
also forces millions of people to put their 


lives on hold. 
That's why the number of people opting 


for the flu vaccine has doubled in the last 
five years, with more than 40 million 
Americans getting the $10-$25 inoculation 
every fall, according to Nancy Arden, RN, 
MN, chief of the Influenza Epidemiology 
Section for the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) in Atlanta. “Flu prevention is up 
because people don't 
want to get sick," 
Arden says. 
“Influenza is a terri- 
ble inconvenience— 
people are often out 
of work for a week." 

The vaccine is rec- 
ommended for chil- 
dren over six months 
of age and for adults, 
unless they're allergic 
to eggs. The vaccine 
is created from 
highly purified, egg- 
grown viruses that 
have been made non- 
infectious. 

Arden says more 
and more families are 
getting their children 
vaccinated against 
the flu, mostly to 
minimize the challenges imposed by having 
sick kids to care for when parents are 
working outside the home. 

Even if you opt for the vaccine, there's 
still a chance you'll get the flu, depending 
on whether the specific circulating virus 
matches the vaccine. Flu shots are devel- 
oped based on world-wide surveillance, 
focused especially in China, where specific 
viral variations have recently been regular- 
ly discovered. When there is a good match 
between vaccine and the season's circulat- 
ing viruses, the vaccine prevents illness in 
approximately 7096 of healthy people 
under 65, according to the CDC. 

If you get the flu, two prescription drugs, 
amantadine and rimantadine, can reduce 
symptoms and shorten the course of the ill 
ness—if they're taken in the first day or 
two. Both drugs, which are effective only 
against type A flu viruses, are available in 
pill form and are taken twice a day for five 
to seven days. (Amantadine is not recom- 
mended for people with kidney disease.) 

Arden recommends that flu victims 
closely match over-the-counter cough and 
pain remedies to their precise symptoms.

BEWARE OF BABY WALKERS 
WITH WHEELS 


The American Academy of Pediatrics has 
released a warning about baby walkers: 
25,000 children between 5 and 15 months 
of age are treated in emergency depart- 
ments annually for walker-related injuries. 
About one-fourth of walker-related injuries 
involve problems as severe as fractures and 
head injuries. The recommended alternative: 
a stationary walker—a play table with a 
rotating seat.

Some cough medicines are designed to 
quiet a dry, hacking cough while others— 
expectorants—are geared to clearing out 
the mucous causing the cough. Arden 
urges parents not to give children aspirin if 
flu symptoms appear, since aspirin use 
with the flu has been associated with the 
development of Reyes’ Syndrome. She also 
encourages drinking lots of fluids, using 
throat lozenges to alleviate pain (for 
children six and older), and 
resting as much as possible. 

For those planning to 
travel to the Southern 
Hemisphere any time 
from April through 
September, or to the 
tropics at any time 
of the year, the CDC 
recommends getting 
a flu vaccine before 
the trip if you’ve not 
been vaccinated in the 
fall or winter. 

For those who want to do all 
they can to avoid the flu this year, 
Arden has just one word of advice: 
“Vaccinate.” 


Heavenly Delights 
STARGAZING 


Imagine bundling up the whole family on 
a crisp evening and going to an empty field 
or a mountain top, a place out of the way 
of city lights. Pull out a good set of binocu- 
lars, or a telescope, and a star chart, and 
the whole family is likely to see everything 
from shooting stars to Jupiter's moons and 
the Milky Way. 

“It’s an incredibly fun adventure; it takes 
you above your worldly cares and it 
becomes an endless challenge to find new 
things,” says John Mosley, program super- 
visor and astronomer at The Griffith 
Observatory in Los Angeles. 

Mosley became interested in astronomy 
when he was nine years old. He remembers 
being fascinated with the sky: the incredible 
distances between things and the awe- 
inspiring size of the stars and planets. 

For families interested in amateur astron- 
omy, Mosley suggests contacting a local 
planetarium or observatory. Many provide 
newsletters, star charts, and information 
about interesting objects currently on view 
in the local sky. “A lot of astronomy is the 


appreciation of what you're looking at,” 
says Mosley, “and you do benefit from some 
basic information.” 

Two magazines—Sky and Telescope and 
Astronomy—are available at most news 
stands. Both provide good basic informa- 
tion and articles on stars, planets, meteor 
showers and other viewable phenomena. 

As for tools with which to view the night 

sky, Mosley recommends finding a 
local astronomy club through 
a planetarium, observa- 
tory, or newspaper 
listing. These 
groups usually 

schedule regular 
star parties on 
moonless nights, 
and they typically 
welcome visitors. 
It's a no-cost way 
to see if the family 
enjoys stargazing, and 
it also gives the family a 
chance to test out a variety 
of telescopes. 

If your family likes star parties, the next 
step is to invest in basic equipment. 
Mosley recommends good binoculars or 
saving for a good telescope—which costs 
about $500 or more—rather than buying 
an inexpensive model. A less pricey tele- 
scope will soon be frustrating, since many 
of the interesting sights will be impossible 
to see. "Cheap telescopes don't work very 
well," Mosley explains. “Апа remember, 
telescopes don't burn out. They are a one- 
time investment." 

Families that enjoy star-gazing can take 
the activity on vacation. There are scores 
of spots from which to view the heavens— 
from camp sites to world renowned obser- 
vatories. Many offer special programs and 
provide tours of the research and viewing 
areas. And some families plan their vaca- 
tions around astronomical events: Mosley 
has tickets to Turkey to view the total 
eclipse of the sun on August 11, 1999.

` HEIRS IS A FRIENDSHIP THAT SPANS MORE THAN 
60 years, so it seems more than appropriate that Frank 
Thomas and Ollie Johnston, two of Walt Disney's pioneering 
animators, concluded their studio careers together while 
working on Disney's 24th animated classic, The Fox and 


the Hound. Friendship forms the key theme not only of that film, but 


also of Thomas and Johnston's professional and personal lives together. 


"This friendship angle found its way into. 
The Fox and the Hound, and it really 
became the heart of the story," Ollie 
Johnston says. "Because we've had a long 
friendship, you can see how the whole idea 
appealed to us." 

Erank Thomas and Ollie Johnston met 
while attending Stanford University, where 
the two men were art students. At the height 
of the depression, in late 1934, Thomas was 
hired as an in-betweener at The Disney 
Studios. Johnston soon joined the payroll. 

Their first big project was animating the 
dwarfs for Snow White and the Seven 
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Dwarfs, which garnered a special Academy 
Award in 1939. Together, Thomas and 
Johnston went on to create a long roster of 
immortal characters Pinocchio, Bambi and 
Thumper, Captain Hook and Mr. Smee, the 
trio of fanciful fairies from Sleeping Beauty, 
Mowgli and Baloo, among others. The two 
were soon counted among the elite inner 
circle of studio animators, a group then 
irreverently referred to as Disney's “nine old 
теп” of animation. 

Since retiring in 1978, Frank Thomas and 
Ollie Johnston have probably enjoyed more 
publicity than during their nearly 50 years 


of creating Disney films together. Today, ani- 
mators, fans, historians, and collectors fond- 
ly refer to them as “Erank and Ollie”; rarely 
is one name uttered without the other. 

Following their days on the studio lot, 
Thomas and Johnston went on to write 
such critically-acclaimed books as Disney 
Animation: The Illusion of Life (reissued this 
fall by Hyperion Books), Bambi, Too Funny | 
for Words, and, their most recent volume, 
Disney Villains. 

Today Frank Thomas and Ollie Johnston - 
are often found signing autographs at | 
events ranging from Disneyana conventions 
to Disney film festivals. And though they _ 
haven't worked on a Disney film since The 
Fox and the Hound, their influence is not 
forgotten. For instance, this past summers 
Mickey Mouse featurette, Runaway Brain, 
featured a new Disney villain named “Dr. 
Frankenollie"—a whimsical tribute paid to 
the elder animators by Disney's young men

of animation. And their unique friendship is 
the subject of a documentary film created 
by Thomas’ son Theodore, which will be 
released by Walt Disney Pictures later this 
year, titled—what else—Frank and Ollie. 

As the two reminisce about The Fox and 
The Hound, their last picture together, they 
jog one another's memories and finish each 
other's thoughts. 

Thomas recalls that when production 
began on The Fox and The Hound in the 
Spring of 1977, “1 was coming up on 65, 
and Ollie was just behind me. We figured it 
was about retirement time.” 

“We knew we wouldn't be around for the 
whole three years of the film's production,” 
Jonhston adds, “апа we decided to concen- 
trate on developing characters, personali- 
ties, and story.” 

“It was essentially the younger animators 
who were going to animate the film because 
most of the other fellas had retired by then 
or left," Thomas says. 

In Disney animation history, The Fox and 
The Hound signaled the changing of the 


guard from the 
original Disney 
animators to a 
A new generation. 
AG Today, the names 
) of those young ani- 
mators read like a 
Who's Who of Disney 
heavyweights—Glen Keane, Randy 
Cartwright, Don Hahn, John Musker, Ron 
Clements. But during production of The Fox 
and The Hound they were fledgling talents. 
Thomas and Johnston say that working 
with the young animators was not only 
stimulating, but challenging. 

"We enjoyed working with the young fel- 
lows," Thomas says. "They always gave you 
life, enthusiasm, desire for knowledge." 

"Starting out, though, an animator's ego is 
pretty fragile," Johnston says. "We had to 
help bolster their egos while giving them 
help on what's wrong. It's hard enough to do 
it for yourself, let alone somebody else." 

Thomas agrees with a chuckle. “Whenever 
a young animator came in with drawings, 
we'd make a bunch of sketches to show the 
principles of how it should be. Then we'd 
give the animator those drawings to keep. 
Usually he'd throw them away as soon as 
he got back to his room. But as a supervis- 
ing animator that was your job—to make 
these drawings for them. Finally, when we 
knew we were going to do the book, 


instead of giving the drawings to them, we 
just put them in a drawer and said, When 
this drawer gets full, that's when we quit 
and retire.” 

Thomas and Johnston devoted a year to 
setting the stage for the young animators 
and then bowed out. The two welcomed 
retirement from the studio and the chance 
to move onto a new challenge: writing their 
first book together. 

"We wanted to do something new that 
would be challenging and different," 
Thomas says. "We didn't feel like we were 
saying 'goodbye' to everyone we'd worked 
with, but felt like we were saying 'hello' by 
putting us all back together in a book." 

The Fox and The Hound was released in 
1981, breaking all box office records and 
grossing a whopping $50 million, more 
than any Disney animated feature before it. 

"It showed that the new guys had an 
understanding of the principles that made 
pictures successful," Johnston says, “апа 
that the audience loved what they did." 

Thomas and Johnston's unique relation- 
ship lends dimension to the lyrics of The 
Fox and The Hound song "Best of Friends" 
(music written by Johnston's son, Richard): 

"When you're the best of friends, sharing 
all that you discover, when the moments 


are past will the friendship last...Oh, 1 hope, 


| hope it never ends cause you're the best 
of friends."

honors 36 teachers from 12 different fields 
of instruction. 

Education is a subject close to Richard 
Dreyfuss' heart: he's the first to point out the 
debt he owes his own teachers. “I had a lot of 
wonderful teachers," Dreyfuss says. "Looking 
back, | can see that when | left school they 
hadn't just inspired me, they had shaped me 
as a person—they had introduced me to 
Shakespeare, to history, to English." 


REYFUSS' APPEARANCE AT 

The American Teacher Awards 

marks his second recent appear- 
ance on The Disney Channel. Subscribers will 
remember the actor as a special guest star 
on the Disney's Young Musicians Symphony 
Orchestra special. During the week-long 
music camp that preceded the Young 
Musicians concert, Dreyfuss visited the young 
talents, where he talked to them and showed 
them a portion of Mr. Holland's Opus. 

"It was an awesome experience," Dreyfuss 
recalls. “То be surrounded by that much 
young talent. And talent that was so fero- 
ciously focused and committed. It was great 
for me—when they played | just sat back 
among them and pretended | was one of 
them." 

That event capped off an extremely musi- 
cal period for Dreyfuss, an actor known for 
bringing a formidable intelligence to any 
role—and for creating a host of memorable 
film characters. For his role in Mr. Holland's 
Opus, Dreyfuss admits "| came to music as a 
layman. The strenuous part of the role was 
learning how to simulate conducting an 
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orchestra. There was a lot of listening, too," 
he adds, "which of course was great fun. 

"| listened to Beethoven, Bach—a great 
deal of Bach—and “Louie, Louie” There's a 
lot of rock and roll in the movie," Dreyfuss 
hastens to add. "After all, the picture covers 
thirty years of a public school teacher's life— 
from 1965, just before the Kennedy assassi- 
nation, to 1993.” 

Dreyfuss utters a guick laugh. “There was 
a long period there of listening to music 
when Gershwin sort of took over my life. | 
think if | could die and be reincarnated | 
would choose to come back as Michael 
Feinstein, and play piano and sing Gershwin 
and Cole Porter tunes.” 

The actor admits that he's occasionally 
fond of noodling a piano. *Noodling is the 
right word for it,” he snorts. "I couldn't get a 
decent tune out of a piano for cash money." 

Despite the technical preparation for his 
role, the Academy Award-winning actor 


admits that playing any part is “ largely 
instinctual and largely inarticulate. It's a 
question of sidling up to a character. One 
dons another garment as it were. Let's face 
it, acting is really pretending to be other 
people." 

That may be, but Dreyfuss admits to get- 
ting an extra charge out of pretending to be 
a teacher. “You can always look back on 
your life," he says *and pinpoint that one 
person who massively affected your life. 
That person is usually a teacher, a person 
who inspired you or introduced you to 
something that shaped your character. 

"| want to be a teacher,” Dreyfuss adds 
quietly. “I'd like to teach at the high school 
or the college level. It's an ambition." 

So it's not surprising that when you ask 
Richard Dreyfuss why he believes education 
is important, the first response is a long 
cool silence. "Why is education important?" 
he echoes. “I think something is desperate- 
ly wrong when that question is even asked. 
Without an education we can not take 
advantage of the only tool God gave us— 
our brain. There's also a sensual involve- 
ment. Education teaches us how to evaluate 
and appreciate the world we live in. Without 
an education, so much of the world slips by 
us in darkness." 

So what's next on the agenda for Richard 
Dreyfuss, following The American Teacher 
Awards and Mr. Holland's Opus? "I'm going 
to London to do a documentary on Albert 
Einstein," he says with relish. *And after 
that, [II be working with Sidney Lumet on a 
courtroom drama."

“We see our old friends and let them 
know we haven’t forgotten where we came 
from,” says Shawn. Beyond enjoying memo- 
ries of the city that gave them their start, 
Boyz II Men are actively involved in charita- 
ble organizations reaching out to their old 
neighborhoods. “Groups like Big Brothers 
and Big Sisters really help a lot of the kids in 
Philly,” Shawn adds. “Of course we're exam- 
ples, but anyone is capable of being a role 
model. You don’t have to be on TV or mak- 
ing hit records. Everyone has a responsibility 
to the kids. It’s amazing how much of a dif- 
ference it can make when you just sit down 
with a kid and talk.” 

The overwhelming success of Boyz II Men 
have made them the idols of young people 
all over the world. Their 1991 debut album 
Cooleyhighharmony sold over 8 million 
copies and dominated Billboard's charts for 
weeks. The single “End Of The Road,” from 
the soundtrack of Eddie Murphy’s 
Boomerang, was one of the biggest selling 


singles in history, surpassing Elvis Presley’s 
“Heartbreak Hotel.” Written and produced 
by Babyface, the song held at #1 for an 
incredible 13 weeks. “TII Make Love To You,” 
from their second album //, rocketed up the 
charts to become #1 in the United States 
and after 14 weeks broke their previous 
record, tying the all-time record set by 
Whitney Houston’s “I Will Always Love You.” 

Seemingly unstoppable, the Boyz followed 
with “On Bended Knee,” which bumped “TII 
Make Love To You” from the #1 position. 
Joining Elvis and The Beatles, Boyz II Men 
are only the third instance of artists suc- 
ceeding themselves at #1. The second 
album has surpassed the remarkable sales 
of their debut release, yielding another 
major hit, “Water Runs Dry.” In their signa- 
ture blend of vocal expression, the poetry of 
love comes to life in the Nineties.

Romance and tenderness are undeniable 
qualities of the music of Boyz II Меп. “We 
just write what we feel and it happens to 
have romantic overtones,” says Shawn, 
adding, “romance used to be the focal 
point of what a relationship is all about. It 
might seem unrealistic today, but you can’t 
deny the feeling of a really nice evening 
with someone you care about. Romance 
doesn’t just mean flowers and candy. It 
means a special intimate type of situation.” 

And what does it take for a boy to 
become a man in today’s troubled world? 
Shawn smiles and answers, “It’s responsibil- 
ity, but a lot of elements come together to 
make a boy a man. You have to be respon- 
sible for your own actions and do what 
must be done regardless of your personal 
feelings. You do it because it’s the right 
thing to do. You have to be strong enough 
to handle the repercussions of your deci- 
sions We all make decisions that could be 
wrong, but you have to be able to accept it, 
brush off the dirt and keep going.” 

Their second album is dedicated to the 
late Khalil Rountree, their mentor and an 


inspirational figure much missed by the 
Boyz. A brief interlude written by Nathan 
and Shawn entitled simply “Khalil” is pure 
voice with a solo piano accompaniment: 


“No one to guide me, I'm all alone. 

No one to cry on, | need shelter from the rain— 

To ease the pain of changing from boys to men.”
